IN 1939-'40 FISCAL YEAR, SAYS 


PER CAPITA 
REPORT

Payments for local government 
debt in El Dorado county cost the 
| People of the county an average of 
$3.15 per capita in 1939-40, a study 
of interest and redemption pay- 
ments in California counties, just 
made public by California Taxpay- 
er’s association, shows. 

A total of $41,645 was paid out for 
interest and redemption by the lo- 
cal governments in the county dur- 
ing 1939-40, the study shows. Of 
this, the county paid out $5,400; the 
cities, $13,195; school districts $23,- 
050. 

Urging careful scrutiny of every 
Proposal to increase government in- 


debtedness in California, the asso- 
ciation said: 

“Local debt is only a part of the 
government debt picture. In addi- 
tion to local debt costs, the people 
must also pay interest and re- 
demption for state debt and for the 
huge federal debt which is rapidly 
building up. Treasury Department 
officials estimate that the Federal | 
debt alone will amount to $61,000,- 
000,000 by the end ef this fiscal 
year. In this time of huge federal 
debt and federal taxes, the people 
should be most reluctant to permit 
any new debt by their state or local 
governments.”

Flares In Brisk Action:

German forces reported today tHat 
they have blasted their way through 
the defenses of the Crimea and are 
driving their lines closer to Rostov, 
while the Moscow front erupted, de- 
spite bad weather, with fresh ‘at- 
|tacks by the Germans and sharp 
| Soviet counter-attacks. 

The entire Russian front was in 
|action from Leningrad, where So- 
| viet sorties were reported to Rave 
| recaptured four villages, to Crimea 
land to the Kerch narrows which 
| Were under Nazi air attack and 
| Rostov at the head of the Cauca- 
'suS approaches where German 
, troops were said to be within 10 or 
'15 miles of the city and attacking 
furiously. 

Soviet reports indicated that 
sharp counter-attacks have been 
launched in the Moscow sector, pat- 
ticularly at Mbolayaroslavets and 
Mozhaisk while the Germans were 
giving renewed attention to their 
salients north and south of the cap- 
ital. 

German reports said that despite 
weather which has made all move- 
ment of supplies and heavy équip- 
ment difficult they are imcreasing 
their pressure around Kalinin and 
in the direction of Tula, 100 miles 
south of Moscow. 

The Nazi commentator indicated 
the German high command still 
hopes to encircle Moscow with ‘a 
view to attempting to take the city 
from the rear. 

The report that German forces 
only now are approaching’ Tula 
conflicted sharply with a Nazi claim 
more than two weeks ago that pan- 
zer formations had pushed perhaps 
100 miles east of Tula and possibly 
indicated that these German for-
